Auburn Front Drive 
Shipments Started 


Auburn, Aug. 7.—Shipments of 
Auburn Automobile Company’s 
new front drive car have already 
begun to distributors and deal- 
. ers in distant points. Price range 
will be slightly over $3,000. 

Maximum production is set at 
around 1,500 cars a month, an 
unusually high figure for a car 
in this price class. Production 
schedule calls for around 1,100 
ears for August. One assembly 
line is now operating at the rate 
of 35 cars a day. Operation of a 
second assembly line, which will 
be started soon, will more than 
double this daily production. 

It is expected maximum pro- 
duction on both lines will be 
reached in September and 5,000 
cars will be built by December 1. 
Orders for nearly 2,000 cars are 
on file with the factory.

Engineering Building 
Is Opened in Detroit 


Detroit, Aug. 7.—Cadillac’s new 
engineering building has been of- 
ficially opened following an_ in- 
spection on August 3 by the exec- 
utive committee of General Motors 
Corporation. The building and 
equipment cost $1,000,000 and is 
part of Cadillac’s $5,000,000 expan- 
sion program inaugurated last 
spring 
The new building is part of the 
main Cadillac plant at Michigan 
and Clark Avenues. It is four stories 
in height and constructed of brick 
and concrete. Daylight working 
conditions are closely approximated 
in nearly every part of it. 

Nearly 300 technical experts, 
headed by E. W. Seaholm, chief en- 
gineer, and _ representing every 
known branch of automotive design 
and research, now comprise Cadil- 
lac’s engineering staff. Supplemeni- 
ing their own efforts and abilities 
are those of more than 1,000 other 
experts in the General Motors lab- 
oratories and the General Motors 

Corporation itself. 

The new building contains 129,000 
square feet of floor space. Its foun- 
dations allow additional floors to be 
built above its present four stories 
in the event such expansion should 
be necessary. On the first floor are 
the experimental garage, electrical

Chile. This route will have a total distance of more than 
5.000 miles. 

The second mail route will be even longer, leading from 
the United States around the bulging coast line of South 
America to the Brazilian city of Rio and then southward te 
Buenos Aires. 

It is hard to realize exactly what this service will mean 
in the closer knitting together of the countries of North and 
South America. At the present time the most rapid means 
of direct personal communication is a matter of weeks by 
boat. When the air mail once starts operating we shall be 
only a few days from our neighbors in the Far South. 

’ It is impossible to realize today how closely knit the 
world of tomorrow is going to be. Communication among 
nations is going to be as quick and as easy as a railway jour- 
ney across our own states today. With the knowledge and 
understanding of each other that such intimate contacts will 
bring we may hope that the stupid animosities and mis- 
understandings of the past may be overcome. 

Perhaps this future intimate contact among nations 
may bring the hoped-for elimination of war. Extension 
of air-mail service is certainly one of the links in the 
chain that is binding the nations of the earth in closer 
affiliation. 


British Power Plants 


HERE was recently issued by the Society of Moto 

Manufacturers and Traders of London an analysis of 
the British automobile industry, which showed among othe1 
things that 65 per cent. of all cars registered in England 
have power plants with fourteen or less horse power. 

To understand exactly what this means we may note 
that the Ford Model A has a taxable horse power rating of 
24.03 and the Chevrolet is credited with 26.3 

Two conditions operate to keep horse power low in Great 
Britain. The first is the question of tax, which is assessed 
on the basis of horse power. The second is the cost of motor | 
fuel, which is higher than with us, though it is not as high 
as it once was. 

For some reason or other, British lawmakers still per- | 
sist in considering the motor vehicle as a Juxury pure and} 
simple. The old Model T Ford in England had to pay a} 
yearly tax of more than $100. Even in this country such a 
tax would reduce car ownership and yet we have far more 
money per capita than have the residents of Great Britain. 

Sooner or later England is going to change this. Thx 
past few years have seen desperate efforts to recover from 
the post-war prostration and balance a budget that seemed 


beyond human ingenuity. When England is finally on an 
even keel again aad meeting expenses without the pinching 
economy that has been necessary in the past few years, motor 


vehicle taxes will be lowered. 
This in turn will undoubtedly have a far-reaching effect | 


on present British ideas of. motor vehicle engine dcesien. | 
British engineers will begin to strive for the performance | 
characteristics that make our American cars stand out. 


Furthermore, reduction of the tax on motor vehicles will 
open up large new markets at home. This will be reflected 
in production ideas. 
What has been said of England applies just about! 
equally to France and to an extent in Germany. We cannot 
tell what changes are going to take place in European motor | 
vehicle use and production during the next few years. 
In the meantime, a minimum duty on forcién vehicles 
is the course of obvious common sense.

New ‘Air Map’ Lists 216 


Cities as A viation Centers 


EW YORK, Aug. 7.—A new aviation map of the United! 


States, compiled and copyrighted by the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce of America, reveals that 216 cities 


have established themselves on the “air map” 


as aircraft 


manufacturing or operations centers. 


Planes fly 80,000 miles daily 
with passengers, mail and express 
between these cities, which are 
linked by 30,000 miles of estab- 
lished airways, according to the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce. Mail planes alone fly 
50,000 miles daily across forty-one 
of “jm forty-eight states, north- 
ward into Canada and south into 
Mexico, Central and South Am- 
erica. 

The establishment of transconti- 
nental air-rail service by several 
transport operators during the last 
two months proved the _ biggest 
single factor in increasing the pas- 
senger mileage flown daily. Planes 
carrying pasengers on scheduled 
routes now are flying approximately 
30,000 miles daily, exclusive of the 
50,000 miles flown every twenty-four 
hours by mail planes. 

While the Aeronautical Chamber 
of Commerce estimates that there 
is some aeronautical activity in more 
than 300 cities and towns, most of 
it is concentrated in the 216 com- 
munities where members of the air- 
craft trade association are located. 
The chamber embraces 95 per cent 
of the aircraft industry in its mem- 
bership. 

New York, Wichita, Detroit, Los 
Angeles, Chicago, Seattle, St. Louis 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Troy, O., Colo- 
rado Springs and Hartford are 
among the leaders in aircraft pro- 
duction and operations recognized 
on the new map, which shows that 
the industry has extended itself to 
every corner of the country. 

Vice-presidents and governors of 
the Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce now are located in thirteen 
widely scattered cities, seven of them 
serving as the centers for regional 
divisions established for the ad-

the aircraft industry, with more 
than $500,000,000 invested by the 
public in aeronautical enterprises. 
The rapid growth of the industry 
is reflected in the semi-annual re- 
port of the Aeronautical Chamber 
of Commerce to its board of gov- 
ernors. 

Since the chamber was converted 
into a service organization whose 
main purpose is to promote the sale 
of aircraft, membership and income 
have been quadrupled and it has 
necessary for the association 
to treble its staff and double the 
size of its quarters. 

From a total membership of 244 
early in’ 1928, the chamber has 
grown to include 808 on 
These members are scattered widely 
in the 216 cities given a place on 
the new aviation map.

lack of 
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Nebraska Car Sales 
10% Above Normal 


Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 7.—Automo- 
bile sales in Nebraska and other 
Mid-Western states for the last 


half of the year depend upon crop 
conditions almost exclusively, and 
this year it appears that sales will 
be about 10 per cent. above nor- 
mal. Although the wheat harvest 
will be about average in Nebraska, 
close to 65,000,000 bushels, the corn 


crop will apparently be above the 
average, the estimate given out 
now by the Burlington railroad 


being over 90 per cent. of normal. 

The corn is far enough along now 
so that a good yield is practically 
assured, the crop appearing about 
5 per cent. better than it did July 
15. The biggest production of hogs 
in the history of the state is pre- 
dicted and this will reflect direct- 
ly upon the motor truck trans- 
port business, as well as upon pas- 
senger car sales. The company at 
Lincoln which manufactures the 
Woods Brothers truck and Patriot
